"A  casual  perusal  of  Tamil  literature  will  reveal  the  fact  that,  from  the 
earliest  times  it  was  influenced  by  Jaina  culture  and  religion.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  the  Jainism  was  a  religion  originated  in  Northern  India  and 
thus  must  be  associated  with  Aryan  culture.  When  Jainas  migrated  to  the 
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South  and  how  they  came  in  contact  with  the  Orignal  Tamilians  are  problems 
which  still  remain  obscure11.13

led  a  whole  Jaina  Sangha  towards  the  Deccan,  that  he  was  followed  by  his 
disciple  Chandragupta  who  abdicated  his  trrone  in  favour  of  his  son  and 
that  they  came  and  settled  for  sometime  in  the  Mysore  region,  that 
Bhadrabahu  and  Chandragupta  lost  their  lives  on  Chandragiri  at  Sramana 
Belagola  and  the  rest  migrated  to  the  Tamil  Country  are  facts  generally

11  Vimaladitya,  the  Son-in-law  of  Rajaraja  of  Tanjore  ruled 
Vengimandala  for  seven  years  from  1011  to  1017  AD.  He  had  Jain 
affliations.  After  Vimdaditya  his  son  Rajaraja  (Date  of  coronation  19-7- 
1022)  succeeded  him.  This  king  was  not  at  all  favourable  to  Jains.  He 
commissioned  Nannayabhatta  to  compose  the  Bharata  of  Vyasa  in  Telugu, 
most  probably  after  learning  about  Pampa's  Vikramarjuna  Vijayam  composed 
for  Arikesari,  the  Vemulavada  Chalukyan  King.  That  book  twisted  Vyasa's 
Bharata  according  to  the  whims  of  a  Jaina  Poet,  Pampa,  and  hence,  Rajaraja 
wanted  a  true  representation  of  the  story  of  the  Pandavas  as  Vyasa  wrote

.  The  present  inscription  is  also  important  as  it  throws  interesting 
light  on  the  development  of  poetry  in  Telugu.  Though  literature  as  such  in 
Telugu  began  only  with  Nannayabhatta  in  the  1  1th  century  A.D.,  the  art  of 
writing  poetry  in  the  language  began  some  two  centuries  earlier,  as  shown 
by  epigraphic  evidence." 

The  Addanki  and  the  Kandukuru  inscriptions  (844  AD)  of  the  time  of 
Gunaga  Vijayaditya,  the  Dharmavaram  inscription  of  his  successor,  Chalukya 
Bhima  I  and  the  Bezwada  inscription  (930  AD)  of  Yuddhamalla  II  are  all  in 
verse.  The  first  has  a  TARUVOJA,  the  second  and  the  third  SISA  PADYAS 
and  the  last  MADHYAKKARAS." 

"  The  Telugu  verses  in  the  present  inscription(945  AD)  are  in  the 
KANDA  metre,  which  are  the  earliest  of  their  kind  in  the  language.  It  is 
evident  from  this  that  the  art  of  writing  poetry  was  known  in  the  north- 
western marches  of  Telangana  atleast  a  century  before  the  composition  of 
the  Telugu  Mahabharata  by  Nannayabhatta.64"
